It is believed that these 
contagious diseases can be material­ 
ly reduced by having all of the outer 
garments of School Children cleaned. 
Millions of disease germs of every 
character accumulate in these gar­ 
ments worn week after week. 
The 
cleaning process will make them as 
clean *and fresh as they were when 
bought new in September. 
The enormous drain, made by the 
war, on the number of 
physicians 
and nurses is one of 
the reasons 
given 
for 
this 
movement. 
The 
Cleaners believe, according to their 
Board of Directors, that the lessen­ 
ing of contagious diseases among 
children, even in a small degree, will 
be of material assistance. 
Another reason, as stated by one 
of their members, is that the high 
cost of living will necessarily lower 
the vitality among 
those children 
who are not provided with the same 
nourishment as in ordinary times, 
and the children will thus be more 
susceptible to the ravages of the or­ 
dinary contagious 
diseases among 
them. 
The week between Christmas and 
New Year has been selected for this 
work 
because all schools 
will be 
closed during that week, and for the 
farther reason that it has been found

Council of Defense Seeks to Create 
Channel For Use of 
W ar Agencies. 


And now let’s see why the govern 
meut is mobilizing the 
women of 
America—why 
it 
is 
asking 
every 
woman 
in 
Indiana 
to register with the 
Woman's Section of 
the State Council of 
Defense. 
Perhaps you have 
been asking your­ 
self that very ques­ 
tion—of what prac­ 
tical use the mere 
s i g n i n g of your 
' name to a registra­ 
tion card? 
Here’s 
your 
an­ 
swer: 
It is of such vast importance that 
the government desires to obtain, as 
speedily as possible, a correct esti­ 
mate of the woman power, and to do 
so it is putting to work the machinery 
of the Council of National Defense, 
and of your own Indiana State Coun­ 
cil of Defense appointed by Governor 
James P. Goodrich, with headquarters 
in the State House at Indianapolis. 
If you do not register, whether you 
can serve or not, you are not doing 
your bit to help win the war—you are 
a slacker. 
A channel was needed to carry to 
the women the requests of the gov­ 
ernment. 
The plan aimed to do one particu­ 
lar thing—to take in every woman. 
Women’s organizations in each state 
were asked to get together and form 
a permanent 
executive 
committee. 
The central state group should be 
duplicated in every county and every 
town, to pass on the word to the un­ 
organized groups, so that all the 
clubs, associations, churches, social 
agencies, 
teachers 
and 
individuals 
should be drawn in. 
In this State the Woman’s Commit­ 
tee was made a section of the State 
Council of Defense, by Chairman Will 
H. Hays, and was put under the 
chairmanship of Mrs. Anne Stude- 
baker, of South Bend. 
Quarters are maintained 
in 
the 
State Defense Council rooms, and a 
secretarial fortfe is constantly busy. 
By way of this executive committee 
the groups all over the state are to 
be kept in immediate touch with the 
national committee, and will receive 
from it direct such requests as the 
government may make. 
The channel has been created, but 
it must be dug deeper and broader— 
and the absence of your name will 
render it less effective. 
It is the 
clearing house through which all wo­ 
man’s work will pass. And it is the 
agency by which the government is 
co-ordinatipg 
the 
nation’s 
woman 
power. 
The Woman’s Committee will not 
be satisfied until it has in this state 
an organization so perfect that any 
piece of information or request from 
Washington can be spread over Indi­ 
ana in twenty-four hours’ time and 
reach practically every Indiana wo­ 
man. 
Already there is a woman’s com­ 
mittee in every county of the state 
and these committees will appoint a 
local chairman for each community. 
The important point is that every 
woman shall register. 
Preparations 
now are going forward for a state­ 
wide registration drive to begin Jan­ 
uary I, that will enlist the help of 
every social and woman’s club. * If 
necessary a house to house canvass 
will be made. 
If you are a housekeeper — the 
mother 
of little 
children—do not 
think that you are exempt from reg­ 
istration—for the government wants 
to know who you are, what you are 
and whether, in case of need, you can 
give any service to help win the war. 
The 
Woman’s 
Committee 
is 
the 
agency appointed to gather this in­ 
formation for the government. 
It is 
expected that 100,000 signed regis­ 
tration cards will be in the hands of 
the State Council of Defense by the 
middle of January. 
Up to date 40,- 
000 Indiana women have registered. 
Woman’s part is no longer purely 
of the hands and heart—she is being 
fitted into every part of the war pro­ 
gram. 
Indeed, it is recognized that 
without her aid, it is impossible to 
win the war. 
She has been called 
into council by Washington, has been 
“recognized,” and her brains requisi­ 
tioned for war work. In fine, women 
have been given a definite part, al­ 
though a wholly voluntary part, in all 
the great economic and social read­ 
justments—In all the big war ques­ 
tions. 
lf you hare not signed your regis- 
tion card, hurry and sign — so yon 
will be readily accessible when the 
information from Washington begins 
to flow through the channel, and you 
ara asked to help in the way yon 
want to help.

It will require a small army of 


men to take the income tax returns 
of persons subject to the new law. 
Collector of Internal Revenue Kruy- 
er today announced that -thirty-sis 
officers will start from his head- 
quarters on January 1st, and on 
January 2 every one of them :will be 
on the job in the county assigned 
him, to meet-the 
people and help 


them make out their income tax re- 
turns. The officer assigned to this 
county is due to 
arrive here on 


February 1 and to remain until 
February 16. He will have his office 
in-Rushville in the postoffice building 
where he may be^ found every day 
of the dates stated. 


"It will be well for every ,iipmar- 


ried person whose net income for 
1Q17 is fljOOO or over, and every 
married person living with wife or 
husband whose net income for 1917 
is $2,000 or over, to call on the in- 
come tax main arid learn, whether or 
not they have any tax to pay?" Col- 
lector Kruyer saM today. "The per- 
son su'bject to tax who doesn't make 
return in the time prescribed is go- 
Ing to regret it.

will get after all in'e'ome tax slack- 
ers." .

FARMERS HOLD 22 PERCENT 


Wheat in Their JPossesion less Than 


Last Year 


( By United PretM 


; Indianapolis, Dec. 24.—Twenty- 
two per cent of the wheat grown in 
•Indiana, last season is still held- by 
farmers, according to figures inJnd-i 
iana compiled for the 'United Press 
today .by government crop experts 
here. It was stated that this is 
slightly less than the amount held at 
.the same time last year. Pixing of 
the government price was> regarded 
as the reason coupled with the high 
prices which prevailed "shortly' after 
te crop was harvested.
